Two Fired — State Police Investigating

Two men were terminated from the 
D.P.W. Friday because of alleged dis- 
honesty and contract violations. There 
could be a criminal investigation of the 
alleged dishonesty, and possible charges 
brought against the people involved. 

“There have been allegations over 
the years, but | never believed it,” said 
Mayor McAnally. She continued, “We did 
a very thorough investigation and the 
dimension of that investigation will come 
out later.” 

She wenton to say that real proof had 
been developed. The Michigan State 
Police are doing an investigation and itis 
believed it will take some time for all the 
evidence to be gathered. The two men 
were suspended with pay while hearings 
were being conducted, and then were 
terminated.

McAnally said there have been allega- 
tions of misuse and theft with regard to 
time, equipment and property.

| am devastated to think they could have 
done it,’ said McAnally, and added, “You 
cant excuse it, and if | Know about it and 
don't take action to stop it, then I’m as 
guilty as everybody else.” 

McAnally seemed very hurt that some- 
one she had known for years would take 
advantage of her in this manner. Evidently, 
there have been other mayors in the past 
who have known of these actions ae these 


do anything about it, according to Mayor 
McAnally. 


She said that an ex-Councilman and 
the public had brought these matters to 
her attention, but she felt there was not 
enough proof to move on the matter at 
the time. However, in the last six months, 
it had been brought to her attention by a 
number of people. When she began ask- 
ing questions about various things and 
received inappropriate answers, she de- 
cided to go ahead with the investigation 
that has now become a major factor in the 
skake up of the D.P.W. There may be 
more people involved before it is over 
with. The Mayor says it is a very serious 
matter.

SARA TITLE-IIl — What is it? How 


does it affect Romulus? On October 17, 
1986, the ‘Superfund Amendments and 
Reauthorization Act of 1986’ (SARA) was 
enacted into law. One part of the new 
SARA provisions is TITLE Ill: The Emer- 
gency Planning and Community Right- 
To-Know Act of 1986. This law is to help 
communities better meet their responsi- 
bilities in regards to potential chemical 
emergencies. 

There are four major sections: 
e Emergency Planning 
e Emergency Notification 
e Community Right-To-Know Reporting 

Requirements 
e Emissions Inventory 

The intent of the law is to make the 
communities aware of the chemicals in 
their community and prepare their emer- 
gency personnel to respond efficiently 
and safely to an incident. In order to meet 
this goal a local committee was appoint- 
ed by Mayor McAnally. The committee 
represents the chemical and commercial 
businesses, news media, concerned en- 
vironmental groups, hospitals, Police, 
Fire, Emergency Preparedness Office 
and the Mayor, herself.

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The objectives of this committee are 
to identify facilities and extremely haz- 
ardous substance transportation routes; 
emergency notification procedures; facil- 
ity coordinators, who can be contacted in 
regard to hazardous materials; and to 
develop resource lists (whether private 
or public) to be used in an incident.

Romulus Teachers Receive State 
Grants

Three Romulus Schools’ teachers 
were awarded State Board of Education 
teacher mini-grant awards for innovative 
instructional programs. 

The awards were granted to Phyllis 
Cebula and Gail Coleman, Romulus Sen- 
ior High teachers, and Laura Shannon, a 
teacher at the Beacon Day Treatment 
Center. 

Beginning in 1985, the State Board of 
Education initiated the grant program to 
encourage teachers to compete for fund- 
ing of new, innovative and creative ap- 
proaches to instruction.

it’s the Law

Q. What does the term ‘fixture’ 
mean in a real estate transaction? 

A. A fixture denotes personal prop- 
erty which has become affixed to the real 
estate with some degree of permanence. 
Generally, fixtures are transferred with the 
real estate being sold. When selling a 
home such items as wall to wall carpeting, 
windows, doors, and wall or ceiling lights 
are usually considered fixtures, and as 
such, are included in the sale of the home. 
lf there is any doubt as to whatis a fixture 
the buyer should itemize the fixtures to be 
included in the sale and include this list in 
the purchase agreement. 

Q. Should! demand a survey be- 
fore purchasing a home? 

A. Every buyer should request a 
survey to confirm what she/he has been 
told about the home. Normally the Seller 
will pay for the survey, as it is part of the 
evidence provided to show marketable 
title. 

Q. Whatis a ‘Land Contract’? 

A. ALandContract serves to con- 
vey real property and also to finance the 
transaction. ALand Contract is a contrac- 
tual agreement to transfer title upon com- 
pletion of certain obligations. The primary 
obligation of the buyer is to pay money

according to a certain schedule. The pri- 


mary obligation of the seller is to convey 
title once the payments are completed. 
Normally the buyer takes possession of 
the property once the contract is signed 
but does not obtain the title to the proper- 
ty until all the payments have been made. 
Thus the Seller retains legal title of the 
property until all payments have been 
made. In the interim, the Buyer holds an 
equitable interest in the property. Gener- 
ally, aLand Contractis attractive when the 
buyer seeks a lower interest rate than 
available from a financial institution, and 
the Seller wants to offer a lower interest 
rate in order to sell the property. O

A jeep, boat motor, boat trailer, dual 
axle trailer, and other boat parts were 
seized. These items are believed to be 
stolen and have a value of $13,500. 

Tools used in the operation of a chop 
shop were confiscated. These include air 
compressors, cutting torches, welders, 
and hand and power tools. These tools 
have an estimated value of $8,000. 

Suspects are now being identified. 
Prosecution and forfeitures will be sought 
under the Chop Shop Law. 

The Western Auto Theft Task Force 
extended thanks and compliments for a 
job well done to Officers Schwartz and 
Lazarski, and thanked Sergeant Poe for 
his valuable help in the execution of the 
search warrant. 

In another effort by the group, Officers 
Liebert and Brandemill pursued a stolen 
car and arrested Benjamin James Timmer 
of Wayne on November 12. These officers 
then turned the case over to Western 
Wayne Auto Theft Unit Officer Michael 
Coffey for follow-up and prosecution. 

A warrant for UDAA (Unauthorized 
Driving Away an Automobile) and Receiv- 
ing and Concealing Stolen Property was 
obtained. Timmer was arrested and plac- 
ed in the Wayne County Jail in lieu of 
$5,000 bond. The ensuing investigation 
led to the recovery of twelve stolen vehi- 
cles with a value of $142,000.

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Snow 
Ordinance 


Removal Ordinance | 

The City of Romulus Ordains: 
Section 1 — Definitions 

a. Motor Vehicle — shall mean any 
vehicle which is self-propelled including, 
but not limited to, automobiles, trucks, 
motor homes, motorcycles, buses, and 
snowmobiles. 

b. Trailer — shall mean any vehicle, 
with or without motor power, designed for 
carrying property or persons and for be- 
ing drawn by a motor vehicle. 

c. Parking — shall mean leaving a 
vehicle or trailer, whether occupied or not, 
upon a public street or highway when not 
loading or unloading or making neces- 
Sary emergency repairs. 

d. Street or Highway — shall mean 
the entire width between the boundary 
lines of right-of-way publicly maintained 
when any part thereof is opened to the 
use of the public for purposes of vehicular 
travel. 

Section 2 

Chapter XVI, Article 1, Section 11, of 
the Weather Emergency Snow Removal 
Ordinance is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

No Parking — Snow Removal 

a. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to park, or to allow to remain parked, any 
vehicle on any street in this City (a) upon 
which there has accumulated snow or ice 
to a depth of three (3) inches or more, or 
(b) during emergencies as declared by 
the Mayor of the City of Romulus. 

b. The Chief of Police or his designat- 
ed representative shall have the authority 
to tow away said vehicles at owner’s ex- 
pense which are in violation of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 3 

Chapter XVI, Article 1, Section 111, of 
the Weather Emergency Snow Removal 
Ordinance is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

Penalty 

a. A violation of this Section shall be 
a misdemeanor punishable by a fine not 
to exceed $500 or imprisonment for a 
period not to exceed 90 days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 0

ney disease, are associated with an in- 
creased risk of heart disease. Studies of 
survivors of heart attacks have shown that 
these persons have high triglyceride 
levels. Whether or not triglycerides are 
directly involved with the development of 
atherosclerosis has not yet been deter- 
mined; however, they can be very helpful 
in identifying persons with an increased 
risk of heart disease. The National Insti- 
tutes of Health has recently published the 
following recommendations or when high 
triglyceride levels ought to be treated: 

e Triglyceride levels in excess of 500 
milligrams per 100 milliliters of blood 
should be reduced by treatment (diet, 
exercise, or medication). 

e Triglyceride levels in the range of 250 
to 500 milligrams per 10 milliliters of 
blood, when accompanied by other risk 
factors for heart disease, should also 
be treated. 

Regulating Blood Cholesterol and Tri- 

glyceride Levels 

Diet is considered the most effective 
means of lowering total blood cholesterol 
and triglyceride levels. Reducing total fat 
consumption and emphasizing the use of 
polyunsaturated fats in preference to ani- 
mal fats will, for most people, result in 
lowered blood levels of both cholesterol 
and triglycerides. 

Similar effects can be achieved by in- 
creased exercise. In addition, increased 
exercise has been shown to increase the 
level of protective HDL-cholesterol. Cut- 
ting out smoking will also have beneficial 
effects. Smoking is a major risk factor for 
heart disease, and blood levels of HDL 
have been found to be lower in smokers 
than in nonsmokers, further increasing 


‘the risk of heart disease. 


There are also drugs that help regu- 
late cholesterol and triglyceride levels, 
either by increasing the removal of these 
lipids from the body or by reducing the 
body's production of them. If diet and 
exercise alone are not enough to control 
cholesterol and triglycerides, your doctor 
may prescribe a medication to regulate 
the balance of lipid carriers (LDL) and 
lipid removers (HDL). The medication is 
intended to work along with diet and exer- 
cise — not in place of them. 

Summing Up 

High blood levels of cholesterol and 
triglycerides are associated with an in- 
creased risk of heart disease. The high- 
fat diet consumed by most Americans 
may provoke high levels of cholesterol 
and triglycerides. Reducing consumption 
of animal fats, losing excess weight, and 
increasing exercise can lower total cho- 
lesterol and triglyceride levels and in- 
crease levels of the protective HDL- 
cholesterol. 0

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Cholesterol and Triglyceride Disorders 


present in whole milk, butter, cream, and 
other dairy products. 

In general, the more ‘saturated’ a fatty 
acid, the harder or more solid itis atroom 
temperature. Thus, highly saturated fats, 
such as shortening, animal fat, and butter, 
are solid at room temperature. Monoun- 
saturated and polyunsaturated fats, which 
are found in vegetable oils, are liquid. 
Saturated fats, such as butter, cheese, 
and egg yolks, tend to raise cholesterol 
and triglyceride blood levels. Monoun- 
saturated fats (for example, olive or pea- 
nut oil) do not alter them one way or the 
other, and polyunsaturated fats (the oils 
found in corn, sunflower and safflower 
seeds, as well as many fish) actually lower 
blood lipid levels. 

Because cholesterol and triglycerides 
are fats and blood is made up mostly of 
water — and water and fat do not mix 
—the cholesterol and triglycerides must 
be carried in the bloodstream by another 
substance. They are transported in the 
blood by being combined with proteins 
into structures called lipoproteins, which 
are manufactured in the liver. Three types 
of lipoproteins transport cholesterol and 
triglycerides in the body. The three types 
are high-density lipoproteins (HDL), low- 
density lipoproteins (LDL), and very-low- 
density lipoproteins (VLDL). 

Role of Cholesterol in Heart Disease 

Exactly how a high blood level of 
cholesterol leads to heart disease Is un- 
known, but a high-fat diet can raise blood 
‘levels of cholesterol as well as triglyc- 
erides. The typical American.diet pro- 
vides six to eight table-spoons of fat a day 
— many times what is required to main- 
tain health. Since Americans tend to eat 
large quantities of red meat and dairy 
products, much of this fat is high in cho- 
lesterol. The body can thus contain more 
cholesterol than it needs, and this can 
result in the formation of deposits along 
the artery walls, a process called athero- 
sclerosis. \f the coronary arteries that 
nourish the heart become involved, the 
result is increasingly narrowed vessels 
that may lead to chest pain (angina) or to 
a heart attack. Most experts agree that a 
desirable level of blood cholesterol is in 
the range of 130 to 190 milligrams of 
cholesterol per 100 milliliters of blood. 
This desirable range is considerably be- 
low the distribution of blood cholesterol 
levels in American adults today. The need 
for treatment of individuals with choles- 
terol levels on the high side of this desir- 
able range will depend on several factors, 
including sex, age, family history, and the 
presence or absence of other risk factors 
for heart disease. 

In the evaluation and treatment of 
blood cholesterol levels, the portion of 
the total cholesterol content that is trans- 
ported through the blood by high-density 


lipoproteins, referred to as:HDi=choles~ 


terol, appears to be as important as the 
total serum cholesterol level. HDL-cho- 
lesterol is often called the ‘good choles- 
terol’ since it seems to protect against the 
buildup of fatty deposits in the artery walls. 
On the other hand, the portion of the total 
cholesterol content that is transported by 
low-density and very-low-density lipo- 
proteins (LDL-cholesterol and VLDL- 
cholesterol) is thought to promote athero- 
sclerosis. 

The evidence is now quite suggestive 
that HDL-cholesterol protects against the 
development of atherosclerosis and heart 
attacks. The greater the HDL-cholesterol 
portion of the total cholesterol content, 
the lower the risk of these heart problems. 
In order to minimize the risk of athero- 
sclerosis and heart attack, the ratio of the 
total cholesterol level to the HDL-choles- 
terol level should be four to one or less. 
Therefore, increasing the HDL-choles- 
terol level would be appropriate for indi- 
viduals at risk for heart disease. Some 
people seem to have a genetic predis- 
position to high levels of HDL. Others, 
also because of heredity, have high LDL 
levels; such people may die of a heart 
attack at an early age. Vegetarians or 
people who consume a low-fat diet tend 
to have high levels of HDL-cholesterol. 
Athletes, particularly long-distance run- 
ners and others who regularly participate 
in very vigorous exercise, also tend to 
have higher levels of HDL-cholesterol, 
as do women before menopause, which 
may explain the lower incidence of heart 
disease in women before the age of fifty. 
Role of Triglycerides in Disease 

Excess blood levels of triglycerides 
have been associated with a significant 
risk of abdominal pain and avery serious 
disorder of the pancteas. Also, many dis- 
eases associated with high triglyceride 
levels, such as diabetes and chronic kid-

Proposal for Expanded Jurisdiction 
of Small Claims Court 
Legislation recently introduced in the

cedure to resolve such disputes. Judges 
would be required to explain what rights 
are given up by parties before they hear 
cases. 
Regulation of First-Mortgage Com- 
panies Becomes Law 
___ Legislation designed to prevent abuse 

in first-mortgage lending has been signed 
into law by Governor James J. Blanchard. 
The three-bill package gives the State 
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Weekly Update _ 


Financial Institutsions Bureau greater au- 
thority to regulate first-mortgage com- 
panies and penalize those which violate 
the law. The legislation does not affect 
real-estate brokers or companies that are 
already supervised by a State or Federal 
agency. : 
House Votes for Expanded Chiroprac- 
tic Provisions 

The House has approved legislation 
which redefines the practice of chiro- 
practic to allow use of evaluations and 
physical examinations, as well as anal- 
ysis of conditions, and to allow the use of 
diagnostic instruments and other equip- 
ment such as thermometers. Chiroprac- 
tors would also be allowed to take pa- 
tients’ blood pressure and pulse. Curently, 
they only are allowed to use analytic in- 
struments which monitor the body, such 
as scales, rulers and X-rays. 
House Panel Approves Bill to Fight 
Child Pornography 

The House Judiciary Committee has 
approved legislation to make it a crime for 
anyone to photograph, film or videotape 
a child in a sexually abusive activity, 
either for commercial or non-commercial 
purposes. Current law penalizes only 
those who engage in child pornography 
for profit. 
House Unanimously Approves Tax Cut 

The House has unanimously voted for 
a $60 million income-tax cut for 1987-88. 
The bill would raise the personal exemp- 
tion on State tax returns this year from 
$1,500 to $1,600. Next year, the exemp- 
tion level would go to $1,850, and to 














$2,000 in 1989. The legislation would also 
retain tax breaks for the blind, deaf and 
senior citizens that would have been lost 
because of Federal tax changes. 
Legislature Strengthens Regulation 
of Hazardous Waste Disposal 

Legislation designed to improve State 
regulation of toxic waste disposal has 
been approved by the Legislature. The 
legislation will minimize the placement of 
untreated hazardous waste in disposal 
facilities and raise an estimated $2.5 mil- 
lion through a $10-per-ton fee paid by 
landfill owners for hazardous waste. 
Increased Penalties for Jail Escapees 
a Possibility 

A House-passed bill that would in- 
crease the maximum time added to a 
prisoner's sentence following conviction 
for jail escape has been approved by a 
Senate panel. Under the legislation, a 
convicted felon who attempts to escape 
from jail would face up to four years add- 
ed to the end of the original sentence. 
House Plan for Transportation Fund 
Clears Senate Panel . 

A House bill to create a Transportation 
Economic Development Fund (TEDF) to 
pay for road improvements needed for 
industrial development has been approv- 
ed by the Senate State Affairs, Tourism 
and Transportation Committee. The fund, 
about $70 million annually, would be ad- 
ministered by a board that would include 
local government representatives. 
Welfare Caseloads Decrease for Sixth 
Consecutive Month 

Michigan's welfare caseload decreas- 
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ed in October for the sixth consecutive 
month, according to the State Department 
of Social Services (DSS). DSS reports the 
largest decline-in ADC-U, a program for 
unemployed parents and their families, 
which decreased by 248 cases. Overall, 
2,/50 welfare recipients found employ- 
ment and left the welfare rolls. 

Grand Rapids to Host State Tourism 
Conference 

The Fifth Annual Governor’s Con- 
ference on Tourism will be heldin Grand 
Rapids March 27-29, 1988. The confer- 
ence provides an opportunity for some 
900 travel-business owners and opera- 
tors to discuss promotional activities while 
the Michigan Travel Bureau provides an- 
nual marketing strategies and advertising 
plans.

There have been a number of issues 
agreed upon by the powers involved and,
